BOXING DAY. 
THOUSANDS of persons woke on Tuesday morning to 
a sense of relief when they reflected that no work 
was expected of them that day. Hitherto Boxing 
Day has often been a disappointing anniversary, a 
day on which it was expected that shops should be 
open, even though there were no customers to serve ; 
that clerks, warehousemen, and employés should be 


at the office in case of anything turning up’’—a i 


day, in short, when a sense of responsibility led us 
all to go perfunctorily about ourcommon occupations 


with the feeling that we should dawdle away the |. 


time till evening, and so spoil what might have been 
the best holiday of the year. . 

Thanks to Sir John Lubbock, whose health should 
have been drunk at ten thousand dinner-tables on 
Tuesday, the Bank Holiday Act has already altered 
this lamentable state of things, and where banks and 
large mercantile houses lead, shops and factories are 
pretty sure to follow ; so that we may in future count 
upon the 26th of December as an addition to the few 
real pleasure-making days of the year. Goodness 
knows, it will be only sufficient for'our needs, and if 
we are to go on working at the rate that we do at 
Present two or three more public holidays must be 
added, if only to give us breathing-time. In every 
department of labour it is the pace that kills.” At 
the desk, the shop, the mart, and in the departments 
of science, of literature, and even of art we are going on 
at speed. It isthe custom to think that those employed 
in large factories, or the men who practise 
various handicrafts—those commonly spoken of by 
themselves as the working class’’—are most subject 
to the pressure of high speed. This, however, is not 
the case. In great factories the work is frequently 
monotonous and sometimes depressing; but very 
little of it is severe or exhausting, since it is to а large 
extent executed by machinery, and machinery so 
adapted that the processes, though rapid, are per- 
formed with regularity that is never hurried and 
never confusing to those who have to superintend it. 
With regard to the handicraftsmen, we know that 
many of them are so determined not to be thrust 
along at high pressure that they provide against 
doing more than a given quantity of work in a given 
time, and make rules in their societies excom- 
municating any member who shall put the 
steam on.“ Of course, labourers and arti- 
sans share the general condition of their country- 
men, and have to work long and work hard iu 


the hardest working nation in the world; but they 


are not exceptional, as they might be told by many 
a poor bank clerk, many a law-writer, many a shop- 
man, many a chemist in a main street, many a doctor 
in a poor neigh d, many a parson ina London 
parish, many a itor and printer, ay, and 
many a newspaper-writer is at work night and 
day to teach and amuse, and remind the millions of 
readers who take their daily or weekly journals much 
as they do their bread, without thinking how it 
comes to them, and of the labour of those who are 
employed in producing it. 

Like the bakers, we who write for you seldom 
have a holiday wherein we must not go to our work 
for two or three hours at least, and even on the morn- 
ing after Boxing Day, as well as on the morning of 
Boxing Day itself, you all of you wanted to see what
